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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1 , 2 and 4-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach a system and method of uploading media objects including audio-only files 
and audio/video files to a website hosted server, accessing the website to schedule and 
organize the media objects including audio-only files and audio/video files into a media 
program and establishing a synthetic channel as a channel among a plurality of 
broadcast channels of an interactive video casting system. 

The prior art reference to Ellis et al (US 6,774,926) teaches a web-based system 
which provides a user with audio-video content over a synthetic channel. The prior art 
reference to Cremia (US 6,477,704) teaches a web-based system in which a user can 
assemble a playlist. The combination of Ellis and Cremia fails to teach uploading audio 
only files and audio/video files to a website hosted server and fails to teach transmitting 
audio files and audio/video files over a synthetic channel. It is noted that Cremia 
teaches against Ellis as Ellis is directed to providing customized media for an individual 
user and Cremia teaches advantages of providing customized media to a group in lieu 
of an individual.
